REPUBLICANS REJECT 
AMENDMENT BY BACON 


Democrats Fight Vainly for Ameri- 
can Coontrol with Absolute Right 
To Defend the Panama Ca- 
na! When It Shall Have 

Been Built.

Washineton, March 16.—(Special.)—The 
Gemocrats of the senate lined up solidly 
today jn favor of American control with 
the absolute right to defend the Panama 
eanal when constructed. Every demo- 
crat supported the amendment to the 
eanal treaty drawn and submitted by 
Senator Bacon on behalf of the demo- 
eratic members of the committee on for- 
eign affairs. The amendment 
jected by the solid republican vote. 
lines were strictly drawn. 

Following this action of today, the 
eanal treaty will be ratified tomorrow 
with probably not more than six votes 
registered against it. This was assured 
by the action of the democratic 
this morning and by the developments 
in what was of the most interest- 
ing and important sessions which the 
senate has had. At the caucus it was 
determined that the democrats should 
act together in support of two amend- 
ments to the treaty, that of Senator Ba- 
eon reserving to this government the 
right to defend and protect its property 
whenever and however it might deter- 
mine, and that of Senator Monty ex- 
tending the Monroe doctrine declaration 
s0 as to include Mexico as wal as the 
republics of Central and South America. 
It was decided that further than these 
two amendments there would not be party 
action, every senator being free to sup- 
port such other amendments as he might 
desire and to vote for or against final 
ratification as he thought best. This in- 
sured ratification. 


Senater Bacon Speaks. 

Both Georgia senators took a prominent 
part In the debate in the executive ses- 
sion. Senator Bacon was the first speak- 
erin favor of the adoption of the amend- 
ment he had prepared to express the 
wish of the democrats. He said he was 
strongly In favor of a canal and that 
the American people were for it, but that 
he believed they favored a canal] they 
could protect by their own forces at 
any time that their property might be 
endangered or assaulted by any other 
country He said that the treaty, as it 
Btood, prevented our using our armed 
forces or k. eping armed forces at the 
canal excent in an emergency. Who was 
to determine when this emergency arose 
Beemed to him a most serious question. 
We might declare in any given crisis that 
there was such an emergency. while Co- 
lombia might take the contrary view. It 
was among the possibilities that in such 
& contingency the other South American 
republics might joint with Colombia and 
that by reason of such a misunderstand- 
ing great trouble might ensue. The pos- 
Bibility of all ‘trouble of this kind could, 
he contended, be prevented by a clear 
understanfing now. There was no reason 
why the right of this government to de- 
fend and protect its own property might 
not be set forth in this treaty. where it 
Properly belonged. 

The canal would be a vast enterprise 
to last hundreds of years and to cost 
many millions of dollars. The United 
States will have bought and paid large 
Bums for the right of way, for the con- 
Struction, for the maintenance, for hos- 
Pitals, and other necessary accessories, 
and the United States ought to have the 
undoubted right under all circumstances 
to defend its own property with its own 
forces. He severely criticised the repub- 
lican party for the position it was taking 
in this matter. It was true the treaty 
kad been negotiated by the secretary of 
State, but for the republican leaders to 
contend that ninety senators should shut 
their eyes and not exercise their rights to 
revise and perfect this treaty negotiated 
by one man, wai evidence that the repub- 
lican party had ceased to think. Each 
Senator should act for himself and not 
he bound by what the secretary of state 
had done. He had sent to the senate an 
imperfect instrument and in the interest 
of the American people it ought to be 
perfected, 

In reply to Senator Bacon, Senator 
Bpooner acknowledged the wisdom of the 
Proposed amendment which was being 
Bipported by the democrats and said if 
he had been drafting the treaty, he would 
have left Out article 23, that relating to 
bolicine of the canal. and would have 
Provided for the absolute right of the 
United States to defend its property un- 
Ger all circumstances. He strongly 
indorsed the sentiment of the Bacon 
amendment, but he sald he felt certain 
if the treaty was amended we would not 
et it ratified by Colombia. He acknowl- 
fdged that it was humiliating that the 
United States could not get a befter trea- 
'y, but he said under the circumstances 
We had to do the best we could.

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CANAL CAUCUS

Asreement 1s Reached rf Sup- 
port Two Amendments, 


After the Two Amendments Agreed 
On Are Disposed of the Demo- 
crats Will Vote as They 
Fiease—Statement Is 
Made by Gorman. 


Washington, March 16.—The democratic 
senators at their cautus today resolved 
to stand together in the senate in sup- 
port of two amendments to the Panama 
canal treaty. One of these provides for 
modification of the twenty-third article 
of the treaty so as to insure the control 
of the canal zone by the United States, 
and the other enlarges the provision in 
the fourth article of the treaty, which is 
a disavowal of any intention on the part 
of the United States ‘‘to increase its ter- 
riory at the expense of Colombia, or of 
the sister republics in Central or South 
America,’’ so as to include Mexico. 

With reference to the latter amend- 
ment there was considerable debate. 
Many of the senators advocated an

Democratic senators who participated 
in the caucus say that whether amended 
or not the treaty is sure of ratification. 

The amendment suggested to the twen- 
ty-third article of the treaty, giving the 
government of the United States the 
exclusive right to police and protect the 
canal is practically that offered by Sena- 
tor Bacon on Saturday with some verbal 
changes. This amendment makes the con- 
trol of the United States over the canal 
absolute and exclusive, and its rjght to 
police and protect the same is under no 
circumstances dependent upon the request 
or invitation of the republic of Colombia. 

The other amendment agreed upon was 
to article 4 of the treaty, relating to the 
policy of the United States toward other 
Central and South Amefican ré€publics, 
the language of the amendment being as 
follows: 

“The United States, following their unli- 
form established policy in regard to their 
sister republics in America,freely acknow!l- 
edge and recognize the sovereignty of 
the: republic of Colombia and disavow 
any intention to impair it in any way 
whatever or to increase their territory 
at the expense of Colombia, but most 
earnestly desire her peace and prosper- 
ity.” . 

Statement by Gorman. 

After the adjournment of the caucus, 
Senator Gorman, as chairman, and Sena- 
tor Carmack, as secretary of the caucus, 
gave out the following statement con- 
cerning the last mentioned amendment. 


“This amendment qualifies the language 
of the treaty to the extent of making a 
simple affirmation of the established pol- 
icy of the government against the policy 
of territorial acquisition at the expense 
of sister republics of America, and ac- 
knowledges the sovereignty of the re- 
public of Colombia. There was strong 
objection to the language of the treaty in 
this respect, because it was thought to be 
an impertinence to enter into an engage- 
ment with Colombia for the protection of 
other South American republics, thus in 
a manner recognizing that repuplic as the 
representative of all the others and giv- 
ing her a sort of primacy among them. 

“The language of the treaty is also 
broadened in that the amendment asserts 
this policy of the United States with ref- 
erence to all the American republics, 
while the treaty confines its pledges to 
those of Central and South America, stu- 
diously omitting Mexico, which is the re- 

public most sensitive and apprehensive of 
~sernaseln-ot on the part of the United 
States. 

“The language of the treaty also goes 
to the extent of declaring it to be the 
policy of the United States to maintain 
the separate independence of the Central 
and South American republics, not solely 
as against European powers, but as 
against each other. This was believed to 
be contrary to the true policy of the 
I'nited States, which is not concerned with 
tue internal arrangements of these re- 
publics, but only with their defense and 
protection against the outside world, in 
accordance with the principles of the Mon- 
roe doctrine.”’

Doctors Battle in Streets 
Tarboro, N.C 


Old Quarrel Was Brought Up and 
Shooting Follewed — Accounts 
Differ as to Details of Af- 
fair—One Man Likely 
To Die. 


Tarboro, N. C., March 16.—(Spectal.)— 
This morning, Dr. Julian Barker shot 
and it is thought fatally wounded Dr. 
H. T. Bass. 

Dr. Baker is about 47 years old and is 
a rather small man, while Dr. Bass is 
about 58 and is rather large. 

Excitement is very high. The 
trouble comes from an oid dif- 
ficulty resulting from some. criticisin 
made by Dr. Bass concerning the man- 
agement of a sanatarium over which Dr. 
Baker presides, 

Both men are prominent !n Tarboro 
and the state, and both are of an un- 
yielding nature. For months friends 
have attempted to bring about a recon- 
cileation, but without avail. 

It was expected that if further clash 
between the men occurred there would 
be serious trouble. 

Details of Shooting. 

Two shots were fired by Dr. Baker, 
cnly one taking effect. Dr. Bass pulled 
out his pistol after he was shot, but 
Says that he does not remember whether 
he shot it or not. The pistol fired, but 
the ball went over the heads of the 
crowd. 

After

the shooting Dr. Bass walked to 
afterwards was car- 
ried to his home. In the afternoon Drs. 
Leigh, of Norfolk; Moore, of Elm City, 
and David T. Taylor, of Washington, per- 
formed an operation. 

At this hour, & o'clock, Dr. Bass 1s 
living, but the surgeons who were pres- 


; ent have stated that it will be nothing 


short of a miracle if he recovers. 

Last summer there was a difficulty on 
the street between the two men, ana 
Dr. Bass knocked Dr. Baker down. The 


matter was later heard before the board 
of trustees and the county commission- 


,ers,.and at th etrial Dr. Baker was ex- 
onerated. Both men drew their pistols, 
but friends intervened. 

This morning Dr. Bass attacked Dr. 
Baker. As to exactly when and how 
the shooting occurred the statements 
that have been made upon the street are 
conflicting. Some say that the. shot 
which may prove fatal was fired while 
the two men were actually fighting, 
others say that Dr. Baker shot Dr. Bass 
after they were pulled apart. 

When the first shot was fired it seems 
that Dr. Bass had his hands on Dr. Ba- 
ker’s pistol, from the appearance of burnt 
powder on Dr. Bass’ hands. Dr. Baker 
contends that he acted in self-defense. 

Soon after the shooting Dr. Baker gave 
himself up to the sheriff. By agreement 
of counsel he was this afternoon re- 
leased under a $5,000 bond. 

Both Dr. Bass and Dr. Baker are phy- 
sicians of fine standing in the town and 
have many friends.

MATTER MAY GO TO COURTS. 


Commission. 

Jackson, Miss., March 16.—(Speciai.)— 
The railroad commission held its regu- 
lar monthly meeting this afternoon. The 
only matter of importance on the docket 
was the protest filed by the Gulf and 
Ship Island railroad against the as- 
sumption of a right to supervise freight 
rates on the Columbia and Lautel 
branches of the road on the part of the 
commission. 

The railroad claims that the malin line 
is exempt from the commission's siper- 
vision within certain limits unecer its 
charter and this same exemption applies 
to branches constructed under that char 
ter. The general view entertained by the 
commission appears to be that this con- 
tention is not true, and even admitting 
that it is for the sake of argument, the 
branches are not entitled to this «xemp- 
tion because they were not, in fact, con- 
structed under the charter, but bulit by 
other people and afterward acquired by 
the Gulf and Ship Island. 

No decision was reached on the matter 
at this meeting, but the indications are 
that the relative rights of the parties 
will be finally tested in the courts.

CALLED AS A WITNESS

Young Girl Closely Questioned, but 
Proves Too Shrewd for the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney—She Sided 
with Father Against 


Her Mother. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 16.—Miss Marion 
Burdick, the pretty, rosey-cheekee 
daughter of Edwin L. Burdick, was the 
most interesting witness at the inquest 
before Judge Murphy today. Marion is 
16 years old, and bears a striking fre- 
semblance to her mother. Like Mrs. Hull, 
she volunteered no information. She an- 
swered in monosyllables whenever possi- 
ble. It was “yes” or “no.” When 
those replies would not suffice she used 
as few words as possible. She was not 
easily confused and there was no sign 
of agitation or emption when the district 
attorney questione@ her closely regarding 
the events that occurred at the time her 
father was murdered. 

Attorney Coatsworth began by speak- 
ing kindly .to the girl, and carefully 
choosing his words in putting questions 
to her. Later he fired questions in rapid 
succession, all of which were met with 
replies, both sharp and decisive. 
time when the district attorney asked the 
same question eeveral times the girl 
caused a murmur in the court room by 
raising her voice sharply in a clear, em- 
phatic, “I don’t know."’ Nothing of im- 
portance was licited from her while 
she was on thé stand and the district at- 
torney finally gave up in despair, 

She said that) Grandmether Hull first 
informed her Ja. Te fitr father was ill in 
his “den,” . before Dr. Marcy 
arrived and before Mrs’-Hull knew posi- 
tively, according to her own testimony, 
that it was Burdick'’s body lIying on the 
couch, The district attorney tried to get 
Marion to tell why she apparently took 
so little interest in her father's illness 
when she was told of it by her grand- 
mother. Marion replied she Knew that 
when it was proper for her to know 
Grandmother Hull would tell. She loved 
her father and he had always been good 
to her, but she would not admit that there 
was anything wrong in her not inquiring 
about his jllness or that she should have 
done differently. 

Marion admitted that she knew of the 
divorce proceedings instituted by Mr. 
Burdick against her mother. She sym- 
pathized with her father, but would not 
admit that she thought he was right in 
driving her mother from home. Neither 
would she admit that she knew of her 
mother meeting Arthur R. Pennell, 

Evidence of Physician. 

Dr. Willlam M. Marcy, the family phy- 
sician, and the first person to see the 
dead body after the murderer covered it 
up, was the first witness of the day. 
Marcy admited that he told Dr. How- 
the medical: examiner, that If it 
was suicide or looked suicidal, it would 
oe all the better for the family to mak¢ 
out a case of suicide. Later, he agreed 
with Dr. Howland that the suicide theory 
was wmntenable. 

Dr. Marcy was sharply questioned on 
his suicide statement, and telling why 

said: 
thought it would save Bur- 
dick’'s good name. I saw him almost 
disrobed lying on the couch and I saw 
the lunch on the table and it all looked 
very shady, «specially as the divorce pro- 
ceedings had been started.” 

Witness said Mrs. Hull had not asked 
him at any time how Burdick had been 
killed. 

To Justice Murphy, Dr. Marcy sald he 
was of the opinion, judging from the 
lunch, etc., that Burdick’s murder had 
grown out of the divorce proceedings. He 
thought he had had a woman visitor 
there 

In respcnse to Attorney Hartzell’s ques- 
tions, Dr. Marcy sald -he had come tq 
the conclusion that Burdick was killed 
between midnight and 1 o'clock in the 
morning. 

“When you first looked at the body, 
did you see the wounds on the head and 
brains scattered about?’ 

‘Yes, sir.’ 

“And you had fhe idea that it might 
he a case of suicide?’ 

“Well, I did not know— 
sidered.”’ 

‘The fact that there were pillows piled 
up on the body was confirmation of your 
suicide theory?’ 

“On. 20." 

‘Did you ever know of @ man to com- 
mit suicide and then pile pillows on his 
body ?"’ 

“No, of course not.” 

The examination of Dr. Marcy ended 
at this polut. 1t was wot as severe as 
had been expected. 

Katte Koenig, a domestic in the Burdick 
family, told in detail of the events of the 
evening, beginning with the arrival of 
Mr. Burdick with a cocktail wottle, which 
she had not seen since he took it into 
the kitchen, substantially as published 
heretofore. She had never heard a quar- 
rel in the house and did not know that 
the relations between Burdick and Mrs. 
Burdick were strained until after the 
murder.

‘NO BREAK REPORTED 


AT THE CRESCENT CITY 


Story That the Water Is Pouring 
Over the Canal Street Levee Is 
Denied, but the Situation 
Is Alarming. 


New Orleans, March 16.—News has just 


been received by telephone

The distance to the gulf from the scene 
of the crevasse is not far and the water 
going through will quickly reach the sea. 
The principal sufferers will be small 
truck and rice farmers. 

The state engineers said today that 
the levee at the point where the crevasse 
is located was only from 6 to 7 feet high. 
Advices received at 3 p. m. state that the 
ends of the levee were washing slowly 
and the crevasse was then estimated to 
be 210 feet wide. 


No Break at New Orleans. 

The river here has been _§ stationary 
since Saturday morning. It registered 
19.2 at that time and the official govern- 
ment reading was the same today. The 
absence of a rise is due in part to favor- 
able winds, which have greatly accel- 
erated the flow to the gulf. The flood 
is being carried out with great rapidity. 
Better weather conditions have improved 
conditions generally, allowing the tempo- 
rary levees to harden. The work of the 
levee boards continues unabated and men 
and material are abundant on the front. 
Sensational stories which have been sent 
out from New Orleans to the effect that 
the levees below Canal street had broken 
and that the French quarter was 2 feet 
under water, and that the embankments 
below Baton Rouge had gone, flooding 
2°) miles of territory and serlously en-

dangering New Orleans, are absolutely 
without foundation. New Orleans would 
not be menaced by any break between 
the state capital and any point above 
the city, since the water would be car- 
ried into Lakes Maurepas and Pontchar- 
train and thence to the gulf. 

The gauge tonight reads 19.2, which {s 
one-tenth below last night, but the 
weather bureau says that the rise :t 
Memphis is vet to come and the 2-foot 
stage, will be reached here. The Bou- 
gere levee, in Concordia parish, in the 
northern part of the state, close to the 
Texas and Pacific tracks, is reported 
weak tonight, but General Manager 
Thorne is up the road and will put an 
army of men there. The first real break 
is reported in the Buras district, some 60 
or 70 miles below the city. It is sald to 
be several hundred feet wide, but can do 
no harm, as the territory is close to the 
gulf, and few interests will be damaged. 
as the water will run into the Mexican 
sea. The Arlington levee. about which 
there was so much apprehension,, ts be- 
ing held nicely, and, although it will take 
twenty days to complete the protective 
measures there, altogether the engineers 
feel very much encouraged and Captain 
Brownwell, the United States engineer, 
does not even think the Bougere break 
serious. 

President H. C. Leake, of the Pontchar- 
train board, which is in charge

GREAT GAP CUT IN LEVEE 
IN NATCHEZ VICINITY 
Natchez, Miss., March 16.—The 15-foot 
embankment of the Texas and Pacific 
railroad at Bougere, 35 miles below Vi- 
dalla, broke yesterday and a gap 2 miles 
in length was cut by the river in a few 
hours. This gap was followed by a break 
in the lower Bougere Jevee, which lapped 
the railroad embankment on the south 
end and the water is running into and 
filling Bougere swamp. The first news 
of this break was brought to the citv 
by the local mail packet Betsy Ann, 
which arrived from Bayou Sara this af- 
ternoon. The railroad embankment had 
a base a hundred feet and was built last 
year. It connected the upper and lower 
Bougere levees and it was feared it would 
give way, since the protection levee 
washed out last week. The ends of the 
break will be sacked to prevent further 
caving of the levee. This part of the 
Texas and Pacific is all new, being the 
division which is to connect with the 
New Orleans and Northwestern of the 
Missouri Pacific, or Gould system. The 
connection was to have been completed 
in thirty days when the high water put 
a stop to the work. Thus far the raj}- 
road is the greatest sufferer from this 
brea!l:.

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CRISIS OF THE FLOOD 
IN NEXT 36 HOURS 


W AvHINGTON, March 16.—The 
weather bureau tonight issued 
the following special river bulletin: 

The river situation has changed 
but little, except in the Memphis 
district, where it has become quite 
critical. 

The stage at Memphis at 8 a. m. 
was 39.1 feet, 1.8 feet above the 
previous high water record of April 
11 and 12, 1898, while tonight the 
gauge reads 39.6 feet. The rapid 
rise of Sunday and Sunday night 
was due to recently constructed 
levees and railroad embankments. 
Thus far the levees have been 
equal to the strain, but the water 
is now near their tops, and breaks 
are not at all improbable. The 
crisis may be expected within the 
next thirty-six hours, when a 
stage of nearly 49 feet is probable, 
unless some portion of the levees 
give away. 

The rapid rise above has neces- 
sitated a slight modification of 
the previous forecasts for the 
Vicksburg district, and the fol- 
lowing stages are expected in 
about six days:

One of the merchants on the street is 
William Harris, and within the past 
month his store has been burglarized a 
number of times. Sunday night a week 
ago, the place was broken into 
Sum of money was taken from the cash 
drawer in addition to some 
Harris had reported robbery 
police headquarters and he 
tioned the last one an ofticer said to him: 

“Why not kil! the thief.’’ 

Harris asked if he could lawfully slay 
the burglar and when told he couid left 
police headquarters, saying he would lay 
for him. Every night during the last 
week Harris laid in the store on watch, 
a big navy revolver by his side. 

Sunday morning about 3 o'ciock he 
heard some one at the door, and waiting 
a few minutes, saw the door open. As 
the door swung in the form of a man 
was outlined against the bright moon- 
light, and drawing a bead Harris touched 
his trigger. With the report the man 
standing in the doorway threw both hands 
over his head and dropped over upon 
the floor. 

Was Killed Instantly. 

Harris waited a ghort time and as the 
form did not move he advanced to the 
door. By the light he saw that he. had 
shot a negro and that near the negro's 
hand was a large bar of iron with which 
he had wrenched eff the locks. Harris 
gave the alarm and in a few minutes a 
policeman was on hand. Then K was 
found that Harris had killed the son af 
one of his neighbors, the dead man being 
recognized as Will White. 

The coroner took charge of the body 
and a verdict of justifiable homicide was 
rendered by the jury. The remains were 
turned over to Undertaker Hart and late 
this afternoon were interred in Fort Hill 
cemetery, 

The parents of the dead burglar are 
well-to-do negroes and when they ascer- 
tained that he lost his life while trying 
to burglarize a store they refused to 
have anything to do with the dead body. 
They did not attend the funeral even. 

Burglar Was Old at Game. 

Some years ago a son of Captain Mose- 
ly, of the police force, ran a grocery store 
at the place now occupied by Harris. He, 
too, was bothered with burglars and one 
night shot one through the arm. It was 
the same negro Harris killed.

Voting on Amendments. 

No legislative business was transacted 
by the senate in open session today. Be- 
fore the doors were closed Levi Ankney, 
of Washington, was sworn in. 
Immediately after the senate met in 
executive session the order for the pre- 
sentation of amendments with fifteen- 
minute speeches on them went into ef- 
fect. There was quite a large attend- 
ance of senators, both political parties 
having summoned their adherents in the 
senate to be present with the view of 
meking the best possible showing in case 
of division on party lines. Consequently 
the roll calls of the day were well re- 
sponded to and the vote cast was larger 
than had been expected, 

The first vote was taken about forty 
minutes after the doors were closed and 
it came upon an amendment suggested 
by Senator Pettus and providing that tne 
treaty should not go into effect until it 
should be approved by congress. This 
amendment. was voted down by a large 
majority, all of the republicans and some 
of the democrats enrolling themselves 
against it. or 
The amendment.was jn the language 
of .the amendment... of similar purport 
which has heen recomn™nded by the 
committee on foreign relations to be 
made to the Cuban reciprocity treaty. 
In offering it Mr. Pettus made a brief 
Statement gilvng his reasons for the 
amendment, which were found in the fact 
that the provisions of the treaty of the 


| acquisition of the canal zone do not cor- 


respond with the provisions of the law 
under which the treaty was made. . In 
the law the provision is for the ownership 
of the zone, while the treaty provides 
for a lease to be renewed perpetually. He 
contended, under the circumstances, the 
treaty was without authority and, there- 
fore, not binding without further legis- 
lation. 

Senator Morgan offered in turn each of 
the amendments of which he had pre- 
viously given notice. The first of these, 
requiring the approval of France, pertain- 
ed to the first article and related only 
to the state of the Panama Railroad 
Company. This’ was voted down by a 
large majority, but as no roll was called 
the majority against it was not recorded. 
His other amendments to the article, pro- 
viding for the reversion of the railroad 
lands outside the zone to Colombia and 
confirming Colombia’s reservation of 
shares in the new Panama Cana! Com- 
pany. in accordance with the contract 
of 1890, met with a like fate. 


Second Roll Call. 


There was only slight discussion of the 
amendment, but Senator Morgan explain- 
ed ‘most of them to some extent. At 
One time the senate presentd a somwhat 
vacant appearance, which caused Mr. 
Morgan to make the point of no quo- 
rum, with the result that a large num-

Messrs, Teller, Clay, Mallory, Morgan, 
Blackburn and Carmack spoke for the 
Bacon amendment. . For the republicaus, 
Senators Platt, of Connecticut; Allison, 
Cullom, Spooner and Lodge opposed the 
amendment. 
The democrats expressed the opinion 
that before its completion the canal would 
cost not less than $300,000,000 and declared 
that so vast a sum should not be spent 
by this country without providing for 
the absolute and unconditional right to 
police, contro] and defend the canal. 
They contended that while both the po- 
litical parties had adopted declarations 
favorable to an isthmian canal, every 
such declaration had coupled with it the 
condition that the canal should be under 
American control. 
The republican senators warmly de- 
fended the treaty as it stands. contend- 
ing that it affords ample protection to 
American interests. Moreover, in case of 
emergency, the United States could go to 
the defense of the cana! without waiting 
for a call from Colombia and they dwelt 
on the wide scope of this privilege, as- 
serting that it was found all the guar- 
antees of American protection that could 
be reasonably demanded. ‘They asserted 
that there could be no excuse for going 
into the canal zone with American troops 
except in case of emergency and as that 
opportunity is provided, they argued. that 
there was no call for modification of the 
treaty, and especially in view of the fact 
that any change in it probably would 
insure its rejection by=the Colombian 
authorities. 
During the discussion some of the 
democratic senators called attention to 
the inability of many of the Centra] and 
South American republics and urged that 
on this account it would be necessary 
for the United States to be constantiy 
on the spot with its means of protection. 
The republicans replied that all the 
people of all parties in the South and 
Central American countries have such 
great respect for the United States as to 
insure the protection of its property, 
whatever the party in power. 

Bacon Amendment Lost. 
The Bacon amendment, when put to a 
vote, was lost, 46 to 24. a strict pariy 
vote. Senator Teller thereupon offered an 
amendment retaining the language of 
article 23 as it stands except the words 
“with the consent of: Colombia’ in the 
provision permitting the intervention of 
the United States in case Colombia should 
prove unequal to the task of defending 
the canal, but it likewise was voted down 
46 to 24. 
The senate then at 6:0 o’clo¢ék ad- 
journed until tomorrow at 11 o'clock with 
the understanding that the other demo- 
cratic caucus amendments, that to ar-

BOND ORDINANCE READ 
FAST TIME YESTERDAY 


Councilmen Wanted To Go Home to 
Supper, Being Worn Out by the 
Long Session, and There- 
fore Postponed Matter 
for Two Days. 


Pangs of hunger caused the defeat of 
the motion to put. the bond ordinance 
ppon its second reading during the session 
of council yesterday afternoon § and 
wil be the cause of a special session of 
counc!| tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock 
for the purpose of having the measure 


read a second time. 

Six members of the general council 
gote@? not to have the ordinance placed 
upon its second reading yesterday, and 
probably five of them did so because they 
were completely worn out by the long 
gession and because they were anxious 
to go home to supper. It appeared very 
probable that if they had known the ef- 
fect of what they were doing they would 
not have voted so, and several of them 
made futile efforts to change their votes. 

The bond ordinance is that whitch pro- 
vides for a vote by the people upon the 
question of issuing $800,000 in bonds, $400,- 
00 for the improvement of the Sewer 
gystem and $400,000 for the improvement 
of the water works system. It was pre- 
sented by Councilman Winn for the spe- 
cial committee, of which he is chairman, 
and was read by the clerk. 

It is a long ordinance, about twenty 
minutes being required for the reading. 
It sets April 22 as the date for the elec- 
tion. and makes full arrangements for all 
details required to submit the question to 
the people. 

After the first reading several members 
of council wanted to adjourn until Wed- 
nesday, while others wanted to adjourn 
for supper and return to the council 
chamber at 8 o’clock at night for the 
purpose of passing up the bond ordi- 
nance. 

How the Vote Stood. 

Other members of council insisted, how- 
ever, that the matter be proceeded with. 
When the vote was taken upon the mo- 
tion to put the ordinance upon its Séc- 
ond reading it resulted as follows: 

Ayes—Councilmen Harwell, Terrell, 
Winn, Hynds, Holland, Breitenbucher, 
Key, Amorous and Smith—9. 

Noes—Aldermen Pierce, Terry, Longino, 
Inman, Councilmen Turner and Styron—6. 

Alderman Girardeau and Councilmen 
Warren, Beck and Stephens were absent. 
Alderman Woodward was in the chair.

As ‘a two-thirds vote is required to place 
an ordinance upon its second reading, the 
motion was lost. 

Immediately after the vote was an- 
nounced Alderman Inman was recognized. 

“I make the point,"’ he said, ‘that the 
ordinance failed of its second reading aad 
is therefore dead.” 

Before Alderman Woodward could rule 
on the point Alderman Longino said? 

“IT do not want to kill the ordinance. 
I only wanted to adjourn until some 
other day, or come back tonight.’’ 

Councilman Harwell asked unanimous 
consent to introduce a resolution. It was 
given. He explained that he wanted to 
allow some business to intervene in or- 
der to move to reconsider the vote on the 
motion. The business having intervened 
he started to make his motion, but Coun- 
cilman Key said, pointing to Councilman 
Turner: 


Wanted To Change Vote. 

“Here is a member who sates that he 
voted under a misapprehension; cannot he 
change his vote? 

“Yles,"”" said Coumcilman Turner, “T 
voted under a misapprehension. I don't 
want to kill the ordinance.”’ 

“IT am as anxious as you to change 
the vote,” declared Alderman Wood- 
ward, “‘but it cannot be legally done.” 

“Having: voted with the winning 
side,” declared Councilman Turner, “I 
move a reconsideration of the vote.” 

Councilman ‘Terrell raised the ques- 
tion as to which was the proper side and 
to settle the matter and have both sides 
represented . Councilman Key joined 
Councilman Turner in his motion. 

The point was then raised as to 
whether it required a two-thirds vote to 
reconsider the vote just taken. City 
Attorney Mason was called upon for an 
opinion. 

“There {fs no rule,’’ he declared, ‘‘re- 
garding how many votes are required 
to reconsider a two-third vote. I sug- 
gest that council allow the ordinancce to 
go over until the next regular meeting.” 

Several questions were then asked the 
city attorney with the result that he 
modified his advice to the extent of 
suggesting that there could be no ques- 
tion of legality raised if Mayor Howell 
called a special meeting. Councilman 
Winn announced that he would request 
the mayor to call a special meeting for 
Wednesday morning at 10 o’cclock. 


Minority Report Is Made. 

Before council adjourned the  follow- 
ing minority report upon the bond ques- 
tion was submitted by Alderman Inman 
and was read: 

“To the Mayor and General Council— 
Gentlemen: I beg leave to make this, 
my minority report, in reference to the 
issuance of 800,000 of water and sewer 
bonds by the city, recommended to be 
voted on by the people on. the 22d of 
April, next, and in lieu of that report I 
recommend that we ask the legislature 
at its meeting in June, next, to so 
amend the act authorizing an issue of 
$800,000 of water and sewer bonds so that 
authority be given the city to issue at 
this time $100.000 of bonds for sewer ex- 
tension and $100,000 of bonds for water 
works improvement. I make this recom- 
mendation because I belleve that an is- 
sue of $800,000 at one time is too much 
and more than can be expended judl- 
ciously and economically in one year, 
and should it be thought necessary to 
issue more next year and thereafter, it 
will be an easy matter to ask authority 
from the legislature to do so. An issue 
of $800,000 at one time would be a strain 
upon the credit of the city, and it might 
be hard to make a favorable and accept-

HABEAS CORPUS 
WAS NOT SERVED 


Negro Wanted To Leave De- 
tention Camp; Sent to 
Pest House.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Seconda Street, 
Macon, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)\—A writ 
of habeas corpus was taken out Saturday 
afternoon for service this morning, but 
the indications are the paper will never 
again see the light of day. 

Some two weeks ago a case of smallpox 
was discovered in a fhiegro boarding house 
on Plum street, near Third, and the pa- 
tient was removed to the pest house, 
while other inmates of the house, includ- 
Ing the landlady, were sent to the deten- 
tion camp. 

Among those in the detention camp was 
Jim Freeman, a dudish negro, who ob- 
jected to be taken out, but who neverthe- 


less was compelled to €9. Freeman had 
friends in Macon and in some way com- 
municated with them. He instructed one 
of his friends to see a lawyer and as- 
certain if there was not some way by 
which his release could be secured. The 
lawyer approached had known Freeman 
and sent him word that he would Obtain 
his release. This was on Saturday last 
and late that afternoon the attorney se- 
cured a write of habeas corpus, but on 
fccount of other pressing matters did not 
have it served at that time. 

Early this morning the smallpox phy- 
siclon here was called to the detention 
camp On account of the illness of one of 
the party. It was Freeman who was sick 
and at a glance the physician saw it was 
@ case of smallpox. He at once commn- 
nicated with the officials in charge of the 
pest house and had the patient trans- 
ferred from the detention camp to the 
smallpox hospital. 

As the physician was returning to 
city he was notified that the habeas 
pus process had been served upon 
Officials and that his knowledge of the 
condition of those at the camp was 
wanted. The physician prepared to the 
mayor's office, where the papers in the 
habeas corpus case were expected to ar- 
rive every minate. The physician, when 
informed that the papers were for Free- 
man, quietly informed the mayor that 
that negro had developed a case of small- 
rox and that he was then in the pest 
house.

Primary Education in Russia. 


The Kreuz Zeitung of Berlin recently 
published some extraordinary particulars 
about the deficiencies of the primary 
schoo] system in Russia. Only thirty-five 
per cent of Russian children between the 
ages of seven and thirteen attend school 
For four and a quarter million scho'ars 
there are only 78,000 schools. A com- 
parison between the Baltic provinces, 
which are largely inhabited by Germans, 
with the rest of Russia shows that in the 
former one school exists for every 6/1 
inhabitants. and in the latter one for 
every 1,676. In some of the provinces, for 
example Kovno, there is only one school 
for every 4,427 inhabitants, and in Ferg-

An Injunction Against Free Speech. 

The injunction recently granted in 
the Wabash case by Judge Adams, 
federal judge for the Eastern district 
of Missouri, is being much commented 
upon as being the most sweeping in 
junction yet known to modern juris- 
prudence. 

According to a conservative inter- 
pretation of this injunction, which is 
addressed to the railway trainsmen’s 
and firemen’s unions, their officers 
and members, it commands “each and 
every one” of them “individually and 
as representatives,. their representa- 
tives, clerks, agents and attorneys, 
and all others who may be aiding or 
abetting or acting with them, or un- 
der their direction,” absolutely to de- 
sist and refrain from certain acts. The 
effect of this is the prohibition by 
Judge Adams of every human 0be- 
ing under’ his’ jurisdiction, not 
only from “ordering and coercing,” 
but also from “persuading, inducing 
or otherwise causing, directly or indi- 
rectly, the employees of the Wabash 
railroad to strike or quit the services 
of said company;” and not only from 
“ordering,” but also from “advising or 
otherwise influencing employees of 
connecting. lines to refuse to inter- 
change traffic and afford facilities 
therefor.” 

In analyzing this amazing order of 
the court Tle Chicago Inter Ocean 
says it will be seen that .- a news- 
paper within his jurisdiction 
should express the opinion that 
the demands of the Wabash em- 
ployees were just and that the men 
ought to strike if they were not grant- 
ed, it would be violating Judge Adams’ 
injunction and its editor would be 
liable to punishment for contempt of 
court. e 

The Inter Ocean sums up the situa- 
tion in two short sentences, as fol- 
lows: 

With the interpretation of the rights of 


the public schools; the bill to regulate 
the carrying of concealed Weapons; to 
increase the salaries of judges of the 
to abolish the days of, 
mrace upon bank notes, to amend the 
garnishment law of Georgia, a resolution 
to provide for an exhibit of the resources 
o, Georgia at the St. Louis exposition. 

The Constitution has not suggest- 
ed that any of tnese matters be 
“rushed through;” on the contrary, 
it recognizes their importance. What 
we did say was, the majority of 
these measures had already received 
much consideration and are practi- 
cally in shape to be voted on. Cer- 
tainly this will be true, if members 
will give them some careful thought 
between now and next June. 

As for the convict lease matter, 
which is really the most important 
of all, we expressly stated that the 
idea was.to “give it right-of-way over 
everything.” There is really no dan- 
ger of this, or any other important 
yneasure being “rushed through.” 
The situation is simply this: with the 
general assembly already organized, 
committees appointed, appropri- 
ation and tax acts out of the way 
and most bills up on second or third 
readings, the legislature is in posi- 
tion to do more work in two weeks 
next summer chan it could ordinarily 
do in a month. 

As The Columbus’ Enquirer-Sun 
puts it, “there is really no excuse for 
a long session.” The people may as 
well save that $60,000 as not.

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An Urgent Matter. 


It has been stated by people who 
are in a position to know that the 


American citizens set forth by the Hon. 
Elmer Bragg Adams it is interesting to 
contrast the following from the Constl- 
tution of the United States: 

“Congress shall make no law abridging 
the freedom of speech or of the press.”’ 

The American people will hesitate 
a long time before accepting the 
Adams dictum that free speech is a 
crime. This Missouri judge thinks 
that what is commonly known as the 
interstate commerce act can be so 
construed as to make free speech, when 
used to induce employees of a rail- 
road to leave their employment, a 
crime punishable by fine and impris- 
onment. In the light of this analysis, 
it is not surprising that Judge Adams’ 
action should be construed “the most 
sweeping injunction known to mod- 
ern jurisprudence.”

Both the county superintendent of 
public works, Captain Donaldson, and 
the city public works commissioner, 
Captain Collier, say it is due to inad- 
equate equipment. Their statements, 
as published in The Constitution, 
make it appear that the city public 
works department is equipped to 
properly work only “about one-third 
of its present convict force.’’ Com- 
missioner Collier, himself, gives au 
inventory of his equipments as fol- 
lows: 

Only fifty head of stock, two road 
machines, one steam roller, one small 
sprinkler and twenty-five wagons consti- 
tute the equipment of her public works 
department. 

With more than half of the stock 
ranging in age from 15 to 25 years. 

And this, as he says, in a city 

With 150 miles of streets, a large per 
cent unpaved, over 200 miles of brick 
sidewalks and many miles of sewers to 
keep in repair. 

Surely, it is a matter that will re- 


ceive the immediate attention of the 
council. The. Constitution will not 
attempt to say where the trouble 
lies, or what should be done, but it is 


a self-evident fact that the city has 


every right to expect as good service 
from its public works department as 


for cattle, calves, hogs and sheep 
sfightly less than during 1902 and 
1901, but this is due to the marked 
falling off in the number of hogs 
transported; there has been a con- 
tinuous increase during the _ three 
years in the other items. Compari- 
son of the wheat receipts at eight 
principal wheat markets for three 
seasons to the end of January shows 
that this year the receipts were con- 
siderably in excess of the two preced- 
ing seasons. Trunk-line shipments of 
all kinds of grain from Chicago for 
the first five weeks of the present 
year show a very decided increase 
over the corresponding perioas, while 
the provisions shipments from the 
Same great center illustrate, in a 
marked degree, the same general up- 
ward trend in business. Receipts of 
grain and flour at the Atlantic sea- 
board are much in advance of those 
for January of last year, the total for 
the four principal ports of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
showing an increase of 17 per cent. 

With regard to cotton, this govern- 
ment report says: “In the southern 
states, a total of 8,256,063 bales of 
cotton are reported as constituting 
the available supply up to January 
31 of this year.

Messrs. Hart and Wright Before the 
Supreme Court. 
Washington, March 16.—(Special.)—At- 
torney General John C. Hart and Former 
Attorney General Boykin Wright appeared 
before the supreme court of the United 
States this morning in the case of W. 
A. Wright, comptroller general, against 
the Louisville and Nashville and the At- 
lantic Coast Line Railroad companies. 
This is the case coming from the circuit 
court of appeals concerning taxes which 
Was decided against the state. Attor- 
fey General Hart was formally admitted 
to practice before the supreme court upon 
motion of Mr. Wright. As the case was 
brought during the latter’s incumbency 
of the office of attorney general he made 
the presentation argument. Both Geor- 

gians left for home this evening. 


Roosevelt Chooses a Virginian.

ter, of Virginia, was appointed today 
as assistant secretary to the president.

Washington, March 16.—(Special.)—A 
great deal of interest has been manifest- 
ed through the south, especially by those 
in charge of educational work, in a re- 
cent decision rendered by the United 
St@#tes supreme court affecting the power 
to tax religious and educational proper- 
ties., A number of inquiries have come 
to me concerning this decision. In view 
of the possible far-reaching effects of 
this finding of the highest court of the 
land, an analysis of the case under con- 
sideration and its possible bearings may 
be deemed worthy the attention by the 
readers of The Constitution. 

The supreme court affirmed the decis- 
ion of the supreme court of Illinois that 
certain property owned by the Chicago 
Theolcgical seminary and used for busi- 
ness purposes was not exempt from tax- 
ation. Under a construction of a clause 
in the charter granted this institution by 
the general assembly of Illinois, the tax 
authorities of the state had for a num- 
ber of years exempted this property. 
Last year the board of agsessors at Chi- 
cago, acting on the advice of the attor- 
ney fcr the board, listed this property for 
taxation and the case was carried to the 
courts. 

While this case is local in its bearings, 
the decision being based upon the con- 
struction of a clause in the charter of 
the theological seminary corporation, the 
principles laid down by the supreme court 
may nave important bearing upon other 
cases where the same questions are in- 
volved. Just how far-reaching this decis- 
ion may be in its ultimate effect upon 
property owned by churches and educa- 
tional instittuions in Georgia and other 
southern states, it is impossible, of 
course, to say. This will have to be de- 
termined later. But the possibility that 
it may add to the total of taxable prop- 
erty a good deal that is now exempt, 
warrants a fuller presentation of the 
decision of the court than has been pre- 
sented in the press reports. 

The Chicago Case. 

Chicago Theological seminary 
exemption of taxes under its 
wnich contained the following 


The 
claimed 
charter, 
section: ° 

“That the property, of whatever kind or 
description, belonging or appertaining to 
said seminary, shall be forever free and 
exempt from all taxation for all pur- 
poses whatsoever.”’ 

The supreme court of Illinois held that 
this. provision granting exemption from 
taxation referred only to property used in 
connection with the seminary and did 
not include other property, which might 
be owned, rented or held by the seminary 
as an investment, although the income 
thereof was used solely for schoo] pur- 
poses, 

Certain pieces of real estate were ac- 
quired by the seminary by gift or pur- 
chase and were held by it to promote 
the objects for which it was incorporated, 
and the rentals from such real estate are 
used for thcse purposes, although the 
property is not used In immediate connec- 
tion with the seminary. 

Mr. Justiza Peckham, ifn rendering the 
decision of the supreme court, says that 
the decision of the supreme court of Illl- 
nois held that the exemption was limit- 
ed to property used in immediate connec- 
tion with the seminary, and did not in- 
clude such property as is involved in 
these cases, which was not property used 
in immediate connection with the semi- 
nary, but was other property, separate 
and apart therefrom, and owned or rent- 
ed or held by the seminary as an invest- 
ment, the income from which was, nev- 
ertheless, used solely for schoo;  pur- 
poses. 


The Rule Which Governs. 

In rendering this decision, the Illinois 
‘supreme court followed the rule lald down 
by the supreme court of the United States 
in a number of previous cases, that, ‘‘in 
claims for exemption from taxation under 
legislative authority, the exemption must 
be plainly and unmistakably granted; it 
cannot exist by implHcation only; a 
doubt is fatal to the claim.” 

Mr. Justice Peckham quotes the lan- 
quage of the decision of the supreme 
court of Illinois in refusing exemption 
claimed, so far as relates to the property 
not connnected with the seminary, as 
follows: 


“If, however, taxing the express words 
of the act, and without extending their 
meaning by implication, they may be 
held to include all property belonging 
or appeftaining to the ‘seminary’ men- 
tioned in the second section or to include 
all the property telonging or appertain- 
ing to the corporation, and there is rea- 
sonable ground for doubt which was in- 
tended by the iegislature, that doubt 
must be resolved in fayor of the state. 
In other words, if the language is ca- 
pable of a broad or more restricted 
meaning, the latter must be adopted. 
The second section of the charter men- 
tioning certain property to be located 
in or near the city of Chicago, and which 
is denominated ‘the seminary,’ we think 
the words in the fifth section, ‘said semi- 
nary, refer to that particular property, 
and to so hold seems to do no more than 
to give the language of the two sections 
their Hteral and ordinary understood 
meaning. To say, as is contended by ap- 
pellee, that ‘said seminary’ was intended 
to mean the corpcration is to extend the 
—e of those words by implication, 
whic his not permissible. 

“It is said that the only entity men- 
tioned in the chapter capable of owning 
property ‘ls the corporation, and, there- 
fore, it could not have been intended 
that property belonging or appertaining 
to the seninary was meant by section 5. 
We think this position is based upon a 
too limited meaning of the words “‘belong- 
ing or appertaining,’ as here used. Of 
course, if the language of section & had 
been that property, of whatever kind 
or description. owened by the said sem- 
inary shall be forever free from all tax- 
ation, etc., or if, as counsel seem to 
assume, the words ‘belonging or apper- 
taining’ here necessarily meant owner- 
Ship of the properts. then there would 
be fore in this argument of counsel 
It i#@ undoubtedly ' 
‘belonging’ may 


true that the word 
mean Ownership, and 
very often does. But that ts not its only 
meaning. Webstcr’s International Dic. 
tionary defines it: ‘2. That which ig con- 
nected with a principal or greater thing: 
an appendage. an appurtenance.’ He 
algo defines the word ‘pertain’ as mean- 
ing ‘to belong to, to pertain, whether by 
right of nature, appointment or custom: 
to relate, as things pertaining to life.’ 
Manifestly, the purpose of section 5 was 
to exempt property owned by the cor- 
poration, but it does not flow that th 
intention was to inchide in that exem : 
tion all property owend by it used ioe 
Purposes of the school.”’ 


Two Constructions Plausible. 
Mr. Justice Peckham refers to the fact 
that the counsel fr the seminary pleaded 
that the words “said Seminary” con- 
tained in this exemption section of its 
charter referred to the corporation cre- 
ated by the act and not merely to the 
schoo] buildings and grounds, and that,

State Courts Should Influence, 

“Great weight,’ adds the justice in ren. 
dering the court’s decision, “‘ought to be 
attached to the decision of a state court 
regarding questions of taxation or ex. 
emption therefrom nuder the constitution 
or laws of its own state."” In support of 
this statement he quotes a former ex. 
pression of the United States supreme 
court to this effect:

‘‘Especial respect should be had to 
such decisions when the dispute arises out 
of general laws of a state, regulating Iitg 
exercise of the taxing power, or relating 
to the state’s disposition of its publig 
lands. In such cases it is frequently nee. 
egsary to recur to the history and situa. 
tion of the country in order to ascertain 
the reason as well as the meaning of 
the laws, and knowledge of such particu. 
lars will most likely be found in the 
tribunals whose special function is to ex- 
pound and interpret the state. enact. 
ments.”’ 

“We acknowledge and affirm the prin- 
ciple that this court in this class of 
cases must decide upon its own respon. 
sibility as to the existence and meaning 
of the contract,” says Mr. Justice Peck. 
ham, ‘“‘but in arriving at such meaning 
in a case like this, the decision of the 
state court is entitled to exercise mark- 
ed influence upon the question this court 
is called upon to decide, and where it 
cannot be said that the decision ig in it- 
self unreasonable or in violation of the 
plain language of the statute, we ought, 
in cases engendering a fair doubt, to fol- 
low the state court in its interpretation 
of the statutes of its own state."’ 


Difference in Charter Provisions, 

The difference between property held 
by a corporation whose charter exempts 
the property of all kinds ‘‘belonging to or 
owned by said corporation,’’ and the pro- 
vision in this charter exempting property 
described as ‘‘belonging or pertaining to 
said seminary’”’ is clearly pointed out fn 
this decision of the United States su- 
preme court. The difference between the 
two charter provisions is intrinsic and 
material. | 

The sixth section of the charter of the 
Chicago Theological seminary is ag fol- 
iows: 

“This act to take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage, and it shall

euch construction must be adopted and 
that under it the whole property owned 
by the corporation would be exempt. “We 
think this is claiming entirely too much 
for the language of that section,” says 
the supreme court. = 
‘“‘Purposes” of the Act. 

The opinion of the court is that the 
word “purposes’’ in this section refers 
to the object or purposes for which the 
institution was founded, which is “‘to fur- 
rish instruction and the means of edu- 
cation for young men preparing for the 
gospel ministry, and the institution shall 
be clearly open to all denominations of 
Christiang for this purpose.”” It is for 
the accomplishment of this purpose or 
object that the act, in view of Mr. Justice 
Peckham and the majority of the su- 
preme court, is to be liberally construed 
and it has no bearing upon the question 
of taxation exemption. ‘“‘We do not think 
it was intended by the language of the 
sixth section to provide a complete over- 
throw of a canon of construction such 
as the one in question’’—that in any 
claims for exemption, the exemption 
must be plainly ard unmistakably 
granted, 

Again the decision of the supreme court 
of the state of Illinois is quoted on this 
point: 


“That laws exempting property from 
taxation are generally subject to tres 
rules of construction is not seriously 
questioned, but counsel for appellee 3aF 
said rules do not apply here, because bY 
section 6 of the charter it is provided 
that the act ‘shall be construed liberally 
in all courts Yer the purposes therein 
expressed.” We do not think this lan- 
guage was intended to or could be held 
to change or qualify the general rules of 
construction applicable to the section 
under consideration. Here the very ques- 
ticn to be determined is, what is the pur- 
pose expressed in that section? And to 
Say that liberal rules of construction 
must, under section 6. be applied in favor 
of the contention that all property be 
longing or appertaining to the corpora- 
tion is exempt would be to beg the whole 
question. In determining what purpose 
is expressed in the section, resort must 
necessarily be had to the general rules 
for considering such laws. When that 
purpose is ascertained liberal rules of 
construction, if necessary, are to be Ie 
sorted to, to give effect of su:

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Many Matlers of Importance 
Disposed of Yesterday 


Peachtree Sidewalks, Increase of Pay 
for Officers of Police, Lunches 
in Bar Rooms, Fruit Stands 
and Other Matters Are 
Acted Upon. 


Council held a lengthy session yester- 
day afternoon and disposed of many 
matters. Chief among these were the 
Peachtree sidewalk ordinance and the 
ordinance which sought to increase the 
pay of officers of police. 

The meeting began with prayer by Rev. 
“‘ather John E. Gunn, D.D., S.M.,. pastor 
of the Church of the Sacred Heart. 

W. M. Goodwin. secretary to the mayor, 
acted as clerk of council in the absence 
of City Clerk W. J. Campbell. 

A large crowd was present to discuss 
the ordinance which prevents the breed- 
ing of dogs inside the city limits. except 
upon certain conditions. but no one was 
heard as the measure was referred to the 
ordinance committee. 


The Peachtree Walks. 

On motion of Councilman Harwell coun- 
cil went to the head of “street commit- 
ten” early during the session for the pur- 
pose of discussing the Peachtree sidewalk 
matter. The rules were then suspended 
and Thod Hammond was heard from. He 
objected to the condemnation of the 
Peachtree walks and stated that the pres- 
ent brick walks cannot be condemned yn- 
less they are worn out and dangerous. 

A large delegation from Peachtree street 
several times interrupted Mr. Hammond 
with applause. 

Mr. Hammond objected principally to 
what he termed ‘‘checker board” walks. 

Henry Porter also spoke against the 
condemnation, declaring that he believed 
it to be illegal and wrong. 

Councilman Amorous moved that he 
matter be re-referred to the street com- 
mittee. There were several seconds to the 
motion. It was adoptd and the resolution 
was re-referred. 

Alderman Inman had in the meantime 
asked for the opinion of City Attorney 
Mayson regarding the legality of the pro- 
posed condemnation. The city attorney 
declared that the matter was legal. 


No Meals in Hotel Bars. 

The ordinance which seeks to permit 
the Piedmont hotel to sell meals in its 
bar room came to council with two re- 
ports, a favorable one from the police 
committee, of which Councilman Terre!] 
is chairman, and an unfavorable one 
from the ordinance committee, of which 
Councilman Winn is chairman. Council- 
man Winn moved that the adverse re- 
port be adopted and spoke upon that mo- 
tion. 

Councilman Amorous moved as a sub- 
stitute that the favorable report he 
adopted and addressed himself to that 
side of the question. There was then a 
general discussion among the members. 

On the vote, which was on the motion 
of Counci!man Winn to adopt the ad- 
verse report, the majority sided with the 
affirmative and the ordinance was there- 
fore lost, 


No Increase in Pay. 

From the ordinance committee came a 
favorable report upon the ordinance of 
Councilman Terrell increasing the pay af 
the officers of the police force. There was 
also a minority report signed by Council- 
man Harwell. 

Alderman Woodward mowed that the 
whoie matter be laid on the table and by 
the following vote his motion was adopt- 
ed:

The ordinance increasing the pay of the 
officers of the police force is, therefore, 
dead for the present.

Alderman Inman inquired whether the 
ordinance could be taken from the table 
during the same meeting it was put 
there. Alderman Woodward, who occu- 
pied the presiding chair, ruled that it 
could. By a vote of 19 to 6 council de- 
clined to take the ordinance from the 
tahle. 

Changed Name of Decatur Street. 

From the street committee, of which 
Alderman Terry is chairman, came an 
ordinance changing the name of Deca- 
tur street from Waddell avenue to the 
city limits to DeKalb avenue. Consid- 
erable opposition developed to the ordi- 
nance. 

Alderman Terry explained that the resi- 
dents along the affected portion of the 
street wanted the change made. After 
some discussion the ordinance changing 
the name of the street was adopted by a 
of in te ¥. 


Another Fruit Stand Fight. 

The application of the McClure Ten 
Cent store for a fruit stand on East Hun- 
ter street at the corner of Whitehall 
caused a discussion. 

The vote showed three in favor of adopt- 
ing the adverse minority report of the 
tax committee and Seven Opposing. The 
motion was therefore lost. 

Councilman Hynds moved to amend by 
providing that the fruit stand come no 
nearer than 10 feet to Whitehall street. 
Councilman Winn moved to amend by 
providing that the distance be 10 feet. 

The motion of Councilman Winn was 
lest. The motion of Councilman Hynds 
was adopted. 

Alderman Longino moved the adoption 
of an amendment providing that the city 
receive half the rent from the fruit 
stand. 

Before the question was disposed of 
Alderman Woodward presented an ordi- 
nance providing that all ffuit stands 
that use the sidewalks pay their rent into 
the city treasury. He moved the refcer- 
ence of his ordinanc to the ordinance 
committee. Alderman Woodward with- 
drew his ordinance temporarily. Later he 
presented his ordinance regularly and it 
was referred 

The next vote came on the amendment 
of Alderman Longino, which was defeat- 
ed.

THE SHIRT-WAIST SUIT 
COMES AGAIN IN VOGUE 


ESPITE the efforts of modistes 
1) to throttle it and the walling 

of faddists that it lacks elegance 
of line, the short waist suit re- 
turns to the fashion field for 
the summer season. Since it is 
decreed that the independent skirt and 
the shirtwaist are not good form, the 
shirt-waist suit is a disinct compromise. 
It shows the same material for both 
skirt and waist, yet has all ‘the ad- 
vantages of the individual waist. Cer- 
tain it is that the shirt waist has spoiled 
the average American woman, and for 
comfort, freedom and jauntiness,, it 
halds a permaneni place in her affections 
and her wardobe, 

The shirt-waist suit is no _ respector 
or persons. It appeals to all classes of 
dressers. The woman whose wardrobe 
is limited only by her desires finds use 
for it, and the woman whose means ara 
limited finds it invaluable for what she 
calls ‘‘second best’’ wear. 

Last summer the shirt-waist suit was 
considered quite smart for the early 
morning drive at Newport and other 
fashionable reasorts where cottagers 
gather. [In fact, the truly fashionable 
piainly decried fancy apparel for morn- 
ing wear, and even at the casino morn- 
ing concerts trimly made shirt-waist 
suits were seen. They were pronounced 
just the thing for wear when making 
one's morning round of the_- shops, 
while at the ocean resorts where board- 
walks exist, they were most popular 
for the morning constitutional. 

In the city they are exceedingly good 
for shopping wear as the spring merges 
into summer, and the girls who aim at 
simplicity in dress for church-going 
wear them to vesper services, partic- 
ularly in the suburbs, 

The success of a _ shirt-walist suit de- 
pends upon its simplicity, its lines and 
its fit. The ready-made suits have an 
admirable finish, but they must be se- 
lected with care and adjusted perfectly 
to the figure. Too much fulness at the 
waist-line; the puckering, however 
slight, of a side seam; the variation 
of much as a quarter of an ineh 
around the bottom of the © skirt, will 
kill the trig, tailored effect which Is 
the chief beauty of the suit. The very 
absence of trimming makes the set of 
the gown all important. There is ab- 
solutely nothing to distract the atten- 
tion from the lines. 


Because of their simplicity, the shirt- 
Waist suits appeal to the home dress- 
inaker, but if she is wise she will atiack 
the work with the utmost care, giving 
particular attention to the hang of the 
skirt and the finishing touches on waist 
and skirt, such piping, straps, but- 
tons, etc. 

The skirt should flare” slightly, but 
never train. Skirt and waist’ should be 
carefully attached by a generous use of 
hooks and eyes, and the belt matching the 
suit should be narrow and shapely point- 
ed in the front. She who would wear a 
belt of contrasting color and dnish should 
bear in mind that this sharp contrast 
will tend to shorten her figure and de- 
tract from: the general effect in the back, 
where a gown should sweep from the 
nape of the neck to the hem of the skirt 
in one lone graceful line. 

For the spring of 1903, pongee leads all 
materials for shirt waist suits and comes 
in myriad weights, qualities and prices. 
The Oriental shops carry a line that is 
fibrous and tough and that will wear 
practically forever. It is rougher in finish 
than the domestic pongees, but more 
striking, more characteristic and more 
individual. 

The Oriental finish lends ftself to the 
cdd embroidery which is so popular this 
vear. 

A striking gown recently finished for a 
brunette shows a_ skirt with a_ pro- 
nourced flare, the front embroidered in 
roses in Japanese colorings. Only in the

Japanese mind do blue roses exist, but 
these are cmbroidered in heavy, lustrous 
silks, cunningly combined with olive 
greens.

The effect on 
the dull, natural colored pongee is de- 
cidedly Oriental, and not in any way tc 
be confounded with the Amerfcan beauty 
or old-fashioned cabbage roses which re- 
mind one of pincushions and screens.

Officer Has Fierce 
Struggle with Burly 
Negro. 


One of the most desperate fights be- 
tween policeman and prisoner that ever 
occurred in Atlanta took place last night 
shortly before 8 o'clock between Call Of- 
ficer Bob Dorsey and John Holmes, a 
negro who formerly worked for the sani- 
tary department. The encounter occurred 
in a dark alley tHat runs off from West 
Fair street and the officer was alone with 
a negro twice his size and surrounded 
only negroes who would give him 
no assistance. The negro was at first 
armed with a large pistol, and but for 
the quicknéss of the officer there would 
prebably have been a murder. 

In the mud officer and prisoner rolled 
over each other, the negro trying to get 
his fingers closed about the policeman's 
throat, and the policeman beating the 
negro over the head with a billy, and he 
might as well have pounded a _ stone 
wall, 

About 7:30 o'clock Officer Dorsey was 
telephoned at police barracks 
that a desperate negro with a pistol was 
seeking to murder his brother in an 
alley off West Fair street. He hurried 
to the place on his wheel and was in- 
formed that the negro, John Holmes. 
was in the alley aad had a big pistol 
in his lap. Dorsey slipped into the alley 
and sprang upon Holmes and disarmed 
him before the negro was aware of his 
presence. Covering the prisoner with the 
pisto] he had captured, Dorsey ordered 
him to hold out his hands, at the same 
time producing a pair of handcuffs. The 
negro made as if to obey and as soon 
as the cuffs were locked about one wrist 
he seized the officer and the terrific fight 
was on. 60 sudden was the attack by 
the negro that the pistol was struck 
from Dorsey's hand.

“l see Wright is quoted as saying he 
had a powerful protector in an exalted 
cuarter. That statement is not new to 
us. It is the keynote of the whole case. 
Prior to the faiiure of the London and 
Globe, certain persons maintain Wright 
had in his possession letters from leading 
members of the English royal family 
showing that they were mixed up in his 
transactions. We have no documentary 
jroof of this. Wright himself is probably 
the only man in the world who could 
prove it. If he has such letters, they 
cught now to be in the possession of tie 
New York police, as we suppose they 
searched his effects, and Wright is not 
likely to let such a powerful weapon 
cf defense out of his personal keeping.

*T should rejoice to hear the democratic 
party propose not a general revision of 
the tariff with all its difficulties and com- 
plications and with all of the widespread 
popular belief, faulty as I believe it be,

SUBJECT OF FINE REPORT 


ULLETIN No. 9.—A, a preliminary 
report on a part of the Granites 


B and Gneisses of Georgia by the 


state geological department, has been is- 
sued from the press, and is now ready 
for gratuiltous distribution. 

In point of actua}] matter contained, 
this is the most extensive report yet 
issued by the geological survey of Geor- 
gia. It is the result of a thorough and 
systematic survey of those granites and 
gneisses of the state that have been 
worked to a greater or less extent, and 
are easily accessible by railroad. Tune 
survey of other valuable deposits not so 
accessible has been left for future con- 
sideration. This work was done under 
the direction of Professor W. S. Yeates, 
State geologist, by Dr. Thomas L. Wat- 
son, assistant geologist. The book con- 
tains 367 pages of solid matter, beauti- 
fully printed on heavy smooth finished 
paper, in clear type of medium size. Of 
half-tones, there are 15 full-page illus- 
trations, 24 half-page illustrations, and 18 
circular cuts of thin sections of the rocks 
as they are seen under the microscope. 
Besides these, there are 2 full-page col- 
ored maps, and 5 folding maps of larger 
size, two colored and three plain. There 
is also one zine etching figure in =the 
body of the text. 

Probably no book yet published on the 
granites of the eastern United States is 
so replete with original chemical analyses 
containing, as it does, 73 complete 
analyses of the granites and genisses of 
the state, both fresh and altered, and 
four complete analyses of important min- 
€ral constituents of the granites. Be- 
sides these, there are seven partial 
analyses of the granitic rocks and one 
partial analysis of a mineral occuring in 
one of the granites. 

In the preparation of this report, about 
170 thin rock sections are said to have 
been studied under the microscope, of 
which the results of over 100 are stated 
in the report, nearly all of which are 
given in minute detail. 

Other tests on these stones consist of 
the percentage or ratio, of absorption; 
the number of cubic feet in one ton 
(2,000 pounds) of stone; the weight per 
cubic foot, and the specific gravity of 
the stone. 

Chapter 1 consists of a discussion of 
the physical and chemical properties of 
granites in general, their varieties. geolog- 
ical age, and mode of occurrence; their 
history and uses; their origin, and the 
genera] geological and geographical ais- 
tribution of granites in the United Siates, 
especially those of the Atlantic border 
region. 

The first section of chapter 2 considers 
the general physical, chemical and eco- 
nomic properties of building stones, as 
relating especially to granjte, while the 
second section treats of the criteria for 
determining the value of stone for gen- 
eral economic work.. Under the first 
section the durability, mineral compos!i- 
tion, texture, hardness, strength, struc- 
ture, color and geological age of stones 
for building and decoration are _ dis- 
cussed; and, under the second, field study, 
examination of stone in structures of 
long standing, chemical! and microscopie 
tests; tests of strength, permanence of 
color, specific gravity, weight of stone 
per cubic foot, porosity, ratio of absor;- 
tion, extreme heat, alternate freezing and 
thawing, alternate expansion and con

CASE IS LOST 
BY MAN-WOMAN 


Supreme Court Quashes Ha- 
beas Corpus Writ for 
Ellis Glenn. 


Washington, March 16.—The supreme 
court of the United States today quashed 
the writ of habeas corpus granted by 
Judge Jackson, of the northern district 
of West Virginia, in the case of Ellis 
Glenn, alias E. B. Glenn, and remanded 
the case for trial. This is the ‘‘man- 
woman’ case which has attracted consid- 
erable attention in West Virginia. 

The woman for years masqueraded as 
a man under the name of Ellis Glenn. 
She was tried for forgery in Wood coun- 
ty, West Virginia. at the Magy term of 
court, 1901, and the jury disagreed. She 
claimed at that time that she was the 
sister of “Ellis Glenn.’’ 

At the fall term of court when she 
came up for retrial she claimed that she 
was being twice placed in jeopardy for 
tthe same offense and sued out a writ 
of habeas corpus before Judge Jackson. 
The writ was granted, whereupon Hun- 
ter Moss, Jr., prosecuting attorney, ap- 
pealed from Judge Jackson's’ decision 
and the court today sustained the ap- 
peal.
